The Parish Council, in conjunction with the Horticultural Society, invites individual 
residents and Village organisations to participate in Plant a ‘free Year. 
The Parish Council has a tree plantin; plan which has been prepared by the Trees and 
Woodlands Officer at Shire Hall. ‘This planting will be quite apart from the land- 
scaping to be carried out by the developers and is in no way relieving the development 
company of their obligations.

_A total of 786 replies were obtained and the total adult population of the Village was 
estimated as 908. Therefore 86.6% of the estimated adult population gave their views.

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Planning Applications The County Planning Committee has refused the application to 
retain the flagpoles along the entrance road. The Parish can use the Hut as a Pavilion 
until June '74. McCulloch's can display a double-sided illuminated sign in the arcade. 
Two applications were rejected because the A604 junction is becominj: overloaded. 

fhe Farish Council agreed that Mr. Green, 20 Oatlands Ave., may install a dormer 
window; Patrick Stephens may erect a company symbol on their warehouse; Bar Hill Devel- 
opments may tip soil alonjsside the 4604 to form a screen for the Industrial area. 


Signs Highway signs will be erected at the entrance to the Village once the access and 
perimeter roads have been adopted. ‘he Developers are undertaking a review of other 
Signs in the Village and the Council is pressing for a comprehensive sign posting scheme 
for the whole Village.

Superstore Survey Our thanks are duc to John Wills and his band of helpers.for the very 
proficient way the survey was carried out, and to you the residents for your help in 
resolving this important question. Copies of the results have been sent to: Mr. Francis 
Pyn, M.P., the County Planning Committee, Bar Hill Developments Ltd. and the Cambridge 
Evening News. The BHRA Committee and Parish Council met the Developers to discuss the 
published results; objections to the size and proposed site of the superstore were out- | 
lined. A prospective tenant, Pricerite (no connection with Key Markets) had favoured 

a Site between the AGO4 and perimeter road as attracting casual trade, but had been 
persuaded that the Village centre site was preferable, as benefiting existing shops. 

The Developers promised the Ra more detailed information about the workings of the 
superstore, and to try to satisfy as many people as possible. The Ra and Parish Council 
will meet to determine amenity areas required in the Village Centre; the Developers said 
they would attempt to incorporate these requirements into their proposals and would 
submit these and their own alternatives to the Parish Council before seeking permission.
